Shabazz students comment on Bush drug talk 


Newark's Malcolm X Shabazz 
High School seniors responded fa- 
vorably to President Bush's пооп- 
time drug prevention address aimed 
at the nation’s middle and second- 
arv school students. 

The students, however, disa- 
pe with the President on drug 
evels being at the lowest point in 10 
years. 
Instead, they said, they consid- 
er drug abuse and drug traffic 
worse than Bush believes. 

Shabazz students said they see 
drugs affecting the lives of all 
Americans regardless of their back- 
ground or where they live. Drugs 
are a threat to all persons— young, 
old, rich, poor, black or white—they 
concluded, deeming drugs as an 
"equal opportunity destroyer." 

Students can either "do school 
or do drugs," they agreed, but they 
"can't do both." 

They also agreed with the 
President that education gets you 
places, while drugs get you no- 
where, > 

Students seemed to have little 
confidence in the influence of role 
models or celebrities. 

“We are our own role models,” 
said one. “To take drugs or not is 
not an individual decision. Parents 
are the most on role models. 
If parents instill good values, chil- 
dren will take them through life 
everywhere they go." 

In Robert Davis' U.S. History И 
class, senior students responded to 
Bush's talk by writing follow-up 
compositions.

• Andre Lewis: “I believe that 
in order to end drugs, you must first 
stop drugs from entering the coun- 
try and eliminate drug dealers in 
the highest positions.” 

Principal Mary Bennett viewed 
students as offen caught if a con- 
flict of value systems. On one side 
are the positive values of their 
home, school and church. On the 
other side are the negative, brutal 
values of the streets. 

“The choices students must 
make are often difficult,” she said. 
“Yet every student knows the differ- 


ence between right and wrong 
Every student knows that drugs are 
the wrong choice,” she said, urging 
students to “make the right choice.” 

Executive Schools Superinten- 
dent Eugene С. Campbell praised 
Bush for aiming his talk directly at 
students during school hours 

“If his talk convinces just one 
child to stay away from drugs and 
remain in school, the President de- 
serves great thanks," he said 
“Drugs affect everyone, and they 
play a major role in the destructive 
problems of poor school attendance, 
ow student achievement, dropouts, 
crime, violence and death.” 

The superintendent said, “Re- 
ducing the drug problem will re- 
quire a total effort on the part of all 
Americans.”
